Michigan Guard 


EDITOR'S NOTE: Almost 9,000 
troops from all over Michigan 
ere here now for their annual 
summer training. This two-part 
series will discuss the training, 
and what impect it has on the 
community. The second article 
wit detell the role played by 
Grayling Guardsmen as they 
carry out the many support 
missions which are crucial in 
making the summer training a 
positive experience for visiting 
troops.

For the first time in 10 years 
the complete Michigan National 
Guard will be attending summer 
camp here, and military officials 
have taken special steps this 
year to minimize the negative 
impact of that visit on area 
residents. 

Although there is little doubt 
in the minds of local residents 


on the impertant impact the 
visiting troops have on the 
economy of this area, there is 
always a fash of complaints 
concerning night tiring and heli- 
copter flying. 

Military officials interviewed 
last week acknowledged that 
they are aware of the com- 
plaints of local and weekend 
peopie who come here to spend 
their leisure time. The officials 
outlined the precautions taken 
this year and put much of the 
training into perspective so that 
visitors to the arga could under- 
stand better what is going on. 

“We realize that when 8,500 
troops from the Michigan area 
get here there are a jot of green 
UNNOMAS asiuuNu. Tu ma|rey 
people, especially summer vi- 
sitors, this may seem very 
confusing,” said a military 
spokesman for the camp. 

“This year the Michigan Na-

tional Guard will be together for 
the first time in ten years. It 
used to be a regular thing to 
have aff the traops here at one 
time, Dut the riots in Detroit in 
1967 showed the need to have 
some troops on hand during 
those turbulent years. Jt was 
very difficult to get men for riot 
duty if they were all at camp ai 
once,” he said. 

With the quieting of civil 
disorders in Michigan during 
the past few years the pressure 
to have troops ready for summer 
duty has lessened as weil. It 
was also found that having 
separate units come to accom- 
plish their missions without the 
support of the other units was 


bad tae me 
much harder for different oper. 
ations to work without the 
backup support normally pro- 
duced by a number of military 
teams working in harmony. 


Officiats in charge of setting 
up training exercises have made 
a maximum effort this year to 
keep al! disturbances to a 
minimum. "We do want to try 
and keep out of the residents’ 
hair as much as is possible,” 
said the spokesman. “We dp- 
preciate the fact ihat people live 
here and are also here for 
vacation. We know that some 
disturbance is necessary but we 
try and keep it to a minimum.” 

Helicopter flights, tank firing 
and ammunilion trucks receive 
the highest number of com- 
plaints handled by the camp 
and forest fires are a major 
concern of everyone. 

“Ammunition trucks are never

Those trucks also get 
the most rigid inspection of any 
vehicle in this camp. We reaily 
look them over carefully,” he 
said. 

The shooting which disturbs 
many area residents, especially 
those close to the range, is 
usually tank firing explained the 
spokesman. While many people 
may think it is artillery fire he 
added that the tank fire is 
continucus and rapid fire while 
the artillery fire is slower and 
very few rounds are fired.

County Volunteer Firemen

Firemen in this area will no longer fight long hard battles 
without a cup of coffee or refreshments. 

For many years the Grayling City and Township Volunteer Fire 
Department has worked for nours in frigid weather or very hot days 
without regular support, but this will be eliminated with the 
establisnment of the new Red Cross Fire Support Team 

For several months the Crawford County Chapter/ American 
Red Cross has been trying to develop a simple but effective 
program that, in the case of fires lasting more than a couple of 
hours, would bring food, drink and simple First Aid to the 
Volunteer Firemen for their comfort at the location they are fire 
fighting. 

The equipment will inciude three five gallon thermos containers 
and a standard Red Cross First Aid Kit in a carrying case. A 
container for coffee, lor cold drink and for foad. McDonald's of 
Grayling has generously offered to furnish hot coffee and cold 
drinks for our Volunteer Fire Fighters. and to cooperate with Red 
Cross in the preparation of needed food. 

The proposed plan is to keep the equipment in the Grayling 
Fire Hall. Whenever the fire call indicates the Volunteer Firemen 
will be at the location fighting the fire more than two hours, the Fire 
Chiei wiii notify the Sheufi's Office who will alert ihe Red Cross 
Fire Support Team, then on call. 

Upon receipt of such notice, the Red Cross Fire Support Team 
(consisting of two Red Cross Volunteers), will notify McDonald’s of 
the refreshments and food required; then proceed to the Grayling 
Fire Hail with a station wagon or pick up truck; load the equipment; 
go to McDonald's for the refreshment and food; then proceed to the 
fire fignting location with the food and drink for the Volunteer 
Firemen. 

So far there are about a dozen Fire Support Volunteers. A 
minimum of 28 or 42 will be needed. The basic idea is to have a pair 
of Volunteers accept alert responsibility for 24 hours every 14 or 21 
days; with one of each team having either a station wagon cr pick 
up truck which can be used for the service.

Their reasons given inciuded 
that it was the best situation for 
the majority of the students, (an 
issue that became hotly con- 
tested by the parents of the 
Frederic children), the reports of 
the three principals involved in 
the moves, and to alleviate the 
lack of playground space at the 
Grayling Middle School. 

Susan Kimball was one of 
many parents who attended the 
meeting to protest the proposed 
bussing and she said, “Aren't 
we talking about saving money 
and bussing costs money. It 
doesn’t make sense to me that 
my children who live next door 
to a new school have to be 
bussed . 


committee members said that 
the Frederic School belongs to 
the whole district and it was 
there to serve ali children. She 
said the decision was made in 
the best interests of all children 
not just the ones in Frederic. 

“Look lady. For what they are 
getting there at the Middle 
Schoot they can do without.” 
said one woman. She indicated 
their children did mot need 
drugs and cigarettes. 

The parents protested that in 
all other bussing situations the 
parents of the children involved 
had the aption of keeping their 
kids out of the program. but 
they were being denied this 
right. 

Following the meeting Kim 
ball said she was not going to 
let the matter drop. She said 
she did not know what the next 
Actions OF Ine parents wuUid ve, 
but she added that they were 
nat just going to calmly accept 
the decrsion of the board. 

“This is discrimination.” she 
said. “Grayling is always in the 
majority and Frederic is always 
in the mirority. so we get voted 
out every time. When these two 
areas were consolidated, we 
were made several promises 
which included the right to keep 
our kids here in elementary 
school, and now this fast 
promise is being broken.” The 
group indicated they would 
fight the millage renewal.

The cost of this would be borne by many of the retired senior 
citizens in the area; most of which are on fixed incomes or

The study found that the increased expansion would drive 
those people elsewhere and discourage others from moving into 
the area.

firmed by a number of property 
owners. The area, which in- 
cludes dry woodlands, sand- 
banks and wetlands, is neither 
open nor supervised for use as a 
public campground. 

LMPOA members protested 
that exploitation by individuals 
with neither Guard atfiliation, 
state permits or property owner- 
ship rights represents a fresh 
violation of the legally author- 
ized purposes for which the 
Military Reservation was set 
aside. 

The camper “invasion” that 
disturbed the membership in-
